Colonei Hinchley 
Cooke opened the interview by asking him who he was and questioning 
him closely on the subject of his birth certificate. GLUCKSMAN 
appeared extraordinarily rattled and said he was too confused and 
upset to be able to answer questions properly. 


Asked the name of his father, he said, after a great 
deal of thought that it was Moritz GLUCKSMANN, a wholesale clothing
